The Saudis want Arab 
support tor European initiative on 
the Jar ael- Arab conflict and on 
Jerusalem. 

Riyadh plans to press for pan-

Autonomy talks resume 
in Cairo on Monday

There will be a tripartite working 
session of the autonomy talks in 
Cairo next Monday as planned, of- 
ficials ln Jerusalem announced last 
night. Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and Egypt’s Minister of 
State Butros Ghall spoke on the 
telephone yesterday afternoon and 
decided to proceed with the 
meeting, as had first been arranged 
by the senior negotiators, Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg, Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hasten AH 
4 *d U.8.. Ambassador Saul 
U no witz. at their meeting in 
Washington last month. 

Earlier reports said the resump- 
tion of the talks might be delayed 
until next year because of the 
changeover In the American ad- 
ministration. 

The meeting will be on the 
"working-group level" with 
Interior Ministry Director-General 
Haim Kuberaky leading an Israeli 
team which will include the legal 
adviser to the Foreign Ministry, 
Prof. Ruth Lapldot, and Justice 
Ministry officials. The U.S. is 
represented at this level by Am- 
bassador James Leonard, and 
Egypt by Ambassador to i l Abdul- 
Latlf, 


Leonard and Kuberaky met ln 
Jerusalem yesterday to review the 
latest American effort to note In 
document form the various Israeli 
and Egyptian reactions to the U.S. 
"memorandum of understanding 
submitted earlier In the talks. 

The U.S. envoy stressed to 
newsmen after the meeting that 
there waa no "new American 
paper" as such. Israeli sources con- 
firmed that the American effort 
had been to record the two 
protagonists**' comments on the 
earlier Ame r ic an papa:, which 
Bself had sought to sum up areas of 
agreement and pinpoint the topics 
still ln dispute. 

The Israeli sources said the work- 
ing group would make a sincere ef- 
fort to press ahead on the substan- 
tive issues, but it would be un- 
realistic to ignore the "special 
situation” that exists at this time, 
with Washington between ad- 
ministrations. 

The Cairo meeting next week is 
plainly intended to maintain a 
modicum of "momentum” in the 
talks pending the new ad- 
ministration's taking a grip on the 
peace process. 


Tripartite summit unlikely before January 

Begin, Carter meet tomorrow

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said yesterday that 
he will discuss with President Jim- 
my Carter tomorrow the prospects 
for a summit meeting between the 
American. Israeli and Egyptian 
leaders. But he sounded sceptical 
that such a meeting will take place 
before the inauguration of Ronald 
Reagan on January 20. 

Speaking before more than 150 
members of the Conference of 
Presidents of Major 1 Jewish 
Organizations, Begin suggested 
that the changes in the American 
administration might delay the 
resumption of the autonomy talks 
until the new president assumes his 
foreign policy roles. 

Begin asked the Jewish leaden, 
with what seemed to be an implied 
criticism of the Jewish 
organizations that engage in the ab- 
sorption of Russian "dropouts." not 
to encourage 8ovlet Jewish 
emigrants with visas to Israel, to 
settle in the U.S. He characterized 
the "dropout" phenomenon as an 
"alarming tragedy." 

The prime minister will also raise 


the issue ln a speech he will deliver 
tomorrow in Detroit before the con- 
vention of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds. 

“We had hoped that the meeting 
would enable us to exchange views 
with the prime minister about the 
political changes that occurred here 
and the developments in the Per- 
sian Gulf," said one of the par- 
ticipants la the meeting, expressing 
a disappointment which be believes 
is shared by others who attended 
the gathering. 

"We wanted to get a sense of the 
direction the Israeli foreign policy 
is moving to. Let's face it — we are 
entering a new political era. Instead' 


we met a gloomy prime minister 
who repeated some of his old cliches 
and told us what we are reading In 
the newspapers," he added. 

Before Begin’# arrival at the 
Jewish Agency building, an old 
drawing of Nahum Gotdmmnn, the 
controversial Zionist leader, had 
been removed from the wall of the 
room where Begin later delivered 
his speech. 

The Zionist Organization of 
America last night presented the 
prime minister with its Herd 
Award for “his role in Jewish life as 
a Jewish patriot, Jewish statesman 
and Jewish peacemaker." The

Hurvitz raps Interior Ministry 
on channelling of funds 


Fort Knesset Reporter 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
said yesterday he waa dissatisfied 
with the fact that the Interior 
Ministry chief, accountant was not 
responsible for funds channelled to 
institutions through, local 
authorities. 

Appearing in the Knesset State 
Control Committee, at Its request, 
Hurvitz confirmed what The 
Jerusalem Poet revealed two 
months ago — that a special of- 
ficial, Aryeh Hecht, runs a depart- 
ment or grants and loans in. flie 
Interior Ministry, and that he is not 
anawcrablo to the accountant- 
general at the Treasury. 

In all other ministries, the chief 
accountants are subordinate by law 
to the accountant-general at the 
TVeasury, and no moneys may be 
paid out by any official in a 
ministry without the ministry chief 
accountant first authorizing pay- 
ment. 

Hurvitz said he was unhappy that 


the Interior Ministry received a 
lump sum for allocations to in- 
stitutions, and distributed tills sum 
as It saw fit, without consulting the 
Treasury. 

“1 think every Ministry which 
spends state funds should be open to 
state inspection. That's not true at 
the Interior Ministry," Hurvitz 
said. 

- A Treasury official then quoted to 
the committee from a letter the 
Treasury wrote the Interior 
Ministry Ott April 17. 

The letter said the allocation of 
funds by a ministry without 
Treasury approval was an infringe- 
ment of the Budget Law, and should 
be stopped If this was the case. 

Halm Kuberaky, director-general 
of the Interior Ministry, replied In 
writing that the law was not being 
violated. 

Imri Ron (Alfgnment-Mkpam) 
suggested that a grants council be 
set up, like the Investment Centre, 


and that no allocation be made 
without prior clearance at the coun- 
cil. It would be’ composed of 
re pre s en tatives of th* ministries 
concerned. 

Ora Naznir (Alignment-Labour) 
said the Defence Ministry, tike the 
Interior Ministry, was a law unto 
itself since its chief accountant did 
not get prior approval for outlays 
from the accountant-general. 

Hurvitz agreed that the situation 
at the Defence Ministry was not to 
his liking. "They negotiate arms 
contracts, sign them, and then in- 
form the accountant-general,” he 
admitted. 

The State Control Committee 
decided to continue discussing the 
allocations system by inviting the 
mayors of several towns to explain 
the situation as they see it. 

The Treasury yesterday issued a 
statement saying that 30 years of 
irregularity ln Urn administration 
had to stop. 


• MADRID. — Spanish Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez ln a 
dramatic move decided to open 
the European security review 
conference last night despite an 
East- West deadlock over put- 
ting human rights violations on 
the agenda. 

Suarez said he would come to 
the Madrid congress palace at 
11.30 p.m. (after midnight 
Israel time) to start the con- 
ference at least formally before 
the agreed date of November 11 
expired. 

Western officials said the 
move by the host country would 
put an end to Soviet stonewall- 
ing Jn a preparatory group 
which waa unable to fix an 
agenda. 

The backstage mu™ on the agenda 
and a timetable for the 35-state con- 
ference had bogged down in bitter 
acrimony, and officials said inten- 
sive efforts to reach a compromise 
had so far proved unsuccessful. 

Meanwhile, about 140 Soviet Jews 
began a three-day fast in Moscow 
and four other Soviet cities yester- 
day to dramatize the Soviet 
government's refusal to permit 
them to emigrate to Israel. The 
protest was timed to coincide with 
the Madrid conference. 

Jews ln Leningrad, Kharkov. 
Tbilisi and Kiev were also par- 


ticipating In the action. 

Another group of 27 "refuseniks" 
were fasting for the day ln Riga and 
seven others began a five-day fast 
in Kishinev ln what the coor- 
dinators described as the largest 
such protest by Soviet Jews in the 
last 10 years. 

“Our hunger strike will be con- 
tinued regardless of whether the 
Madrid conference takes place," 
declared Pavel Abramovich, one of 
the protesters. 

The breakdown of the conference 
followed nine weeks of procedural 
wrangling in preparatory talks 
which continued throughout Mon- 
day night and all day yesterday, the 
day set for the opening of the third 
Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe (CSCE). 

Officials said there appeared to 
be no way of bridging wide 
differences between East and West 
over how much time should be 
spent discussing key problems ln 
East-West detente, such as the 
Soviet record on human rights and 
last year's Soviet military interven- 
tion ln Afghanistan. 

A U.S. spokesman told reporters 
at the start of what was expected to 
be the last session ln the 
preparatory talks: "There's very 
little left to discuss." 

Western delegates, apparently 
abandoning hope for agreement, 
tried to convene the conference for 
later last night in an attempt to beat

U.S. rapid deployment force 
begins to arrive in Egypt

- CAIRO. — Detachments of the U.S. 
rapid deployment force have 
started to arrive in Egypt, the 
Egyptian chief of the general staff 
was quoted as saying in an inter- 
view with Al Ahram today. 

Lieutenant-General Mohammed 
Abdul-Hallm Abu-Ghaeala said that 
the entire force would arrive by 
tomorrow. Earlier official 
statements put the strength of the 
force at 1.400 men. They will be bas- 
ed at Cairo West, a heavily guarded 
desert airfield about 45 kilometres 
north of Cairo. 

Last month a squadron of U.S. 
Air Force Phantoms took part In & 
joint training exercise with similar 
newly acquired aircraft of the 
Egyptian air force. They too were 
based at Cairo West. 


There was speculation earlier 
that the rapid deployment force 
would operate out of Ras Benas on 
‘ the Rad Sea coast, but the - run way 
there Is caving in. The Americans, 
it is believed, are unwilling to 
finance the necessary major 
repairs. 

The rapid deployment force will 
benefit In Egypt from topography 
and climatic conditions similar to 
those in the Arabian peninsula and 
the Persian Gulf, where U.S. forces 
might have to go into action at the 
request of the states ln the area. 
General Abu-Ghazala said. 

An Egyptian military unit, it was 
announced, is to take part soon In a 
joint exercise with U.S. forces in 
America. No details of the size of 
the force or the date of the exercise 
were mentioned.

250.000 to 300,000 would co me every 
year, particularly for Easter, and 
Christmas. 

However, the Foreign Ministry of- 
ficial said the government is trying 
to reach a compromise, between the 
two churches. The court ruled in 
1971 that Deir el Soltan should be 
transferred to the Egyptian church, 
but the government intervened and 
ordered the situation "frozen." The 
court in 1979 rejected an appeal by 
the Copts, the official added. 

More than two million Egyptians 
work in other Arab countries, and 
half a million of them can afford to 
travel, the head of the delegation, 
Elhamy Elzayat, president of 
Emeco Travel, said. 

He explained that the Egyptians 
do not want Israeli stamps in the 
passports they use for travel in the 
Arab world. It 'takes four to six 
weeks to obtain a special passport 
for travelling here and people who 
consider visiting Israel cancel their 
plans when they encounter dif- 
ficulties, he said. . 

But the Foreign Ministry source 
argued that "there would be no end 
to under-the-table arrangements 
the minute they are started." Israel 
wants ties with Egypt to be as nor- 
mal as with any other country, he 
said. 

The delegation said there is a 
potential for Increasing* tourism 
here. Some half a million Egyptians 
travel abroad every year and the 
agents want to encourage them to 
visit Israel rather than Britain and 
France. *• 


Solution seen emerging for 
East Jerusalem electric co.

A solution to the fight between the 
government and the East 
Jerusalem, electric- company — 
which supplies power to all of the 
suburbs in East Jerusalem as well 
as a number of Jewish settlements 
in the administered territories — 
appears to be Imminent. 


Anwar Nusseibeh, the managing 
director of the company, returned 
from Amman yesterday after hav- 
ing apparently secured the agree- 
ment of the Jordanian authorities 
for a settlement — details of which 
remain secret. 

"I hopeful for a successful 
conclusion very shortly," said 
Nusseibeh, "but it would be 
premature to release any details.’* 


He said that he was encouraged by 
the Israeli government’s proposals 
which he termed as "a trend In the 
right direction.” 

A meeting of the company’s 
board of directors scheduled for 
yesterday was delayed * pending 
further developments, but 
Nusseibeh met with employees and 
reassured them, that their jobs were 
not endangered, nor was the "Arab 
character" of the company. 

The government decided last 
year to withdraw the company's 
concession to supply electricity, but 
this was challenged in the High 
Court of Justice and was also the 
subject of some international and 
local political pressure. Jerusalem 
mayor Teddy Kollek criticized the 
decision as "unnecessary »n«l un- 
timely."

Swedish team manager Lara 
Arnesson said yesterday his team 
was hit by injuries and could not be 
at its strongest. "Still, we have a lot 
of information about the Israel 
team, and can expect surprises 
from them.

Labour Court to rule today 
On injunction against doctors 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
-TEL AVIV. — The executive com- 
mittee of the Israel Medical 
Association win meet within a few 
daya to plan new action if the 
Jerusalem District Labour Court 
rules today that the. Injunction ban- 
ning sanctions remains in effect, 
Dr. Rami Ylshay, chairman of the 
IMA, said yesterday. 

He refused to say what new steps 
would be taken. However, he noted 
that the doctors had many ways of 
pressuring their employers to In- 
crease their pay without harming 
patients. 

The present bout of job actions, 
which consisted of "clogging up" 
the hospitals by admitting any 
patient requiring hospitalization 
while slowing down discharges, 
ended last Thursday when the court 
issued the Injunction. 

Asked why the hospitals' oc- 
cupancy rates were still con- 
siderably over 100 per cent, and - 
often 110-120 per cent, Ylshay said 
that "no survey has yet been made 
of the normal rate of occupancy for 


this time of the year." When such a 
survey is made, he said. It will be 
shown if sanctions are still being 
carried out sporadically by some 
doctors. 


THE IMA c hair man said the main 
objective was to Increase the “pen- 
sion base" of the doctors. This is a 
term describing all those payments 
— such as basic wage,' seniority 
allowances, cost-of-living 
payments, etc., which a doctor 
earns. But overtime payments, and 
1 telephone and car allowances, for 
example, are not part of the "pen- 
sion base," although they are taxed 
as regular income. 

Ylshay claimed that this "pen- 
sion base" was between 182,500 to 
IS3.500. However, most clinic doc- 
tors received extra pay for receiv- 
ing more patients than their quota, 
and thus they could increase their 
gross pay "to about 135,200." Some 
40 per cent of all doctors working In 
clinics do not have a total gross of 
more than 135,200 a month, he 
said.

Munfcipar employees union head 
Teddy Kaufman said yesterday 
that the workers would be back ou 
the job half an hour after they get 
their pay. But he said he did not 
believe the salaries would enter 
their accounts until tomorr o w. 

Banks yesterday geared up to 
process the IS 32m. received In the 
afternoon from the Interior 
Ministry to pay city salaries. They 
promised the city treasurer that 
they would speed the transfer of the 
funds into employees' accounts so 
that wages could be drawn by 8.30 
this morning; a municipjal 
spokesman said. 

The work stoppage has led to 


mounting piles of uncollected gar- 
bage on city pavements and the 
early dismissal of schoolchildren 
from class since the beginning of 
the week. 

Meanwhile, no emergencies were 
reported as back-to-work orders 
were again issued yesterday to 1,- 
100 ctt$ em&Idyees who wblrk in es- 
sential' services, the spokesman 
said. 

Mayor Shlomo Lab at had promis- 
ed payment of salaries by today In 
his plea to the union on Sunday to* 
halt the work stoppage that began 
on Friday.- Re jecting the plea, the 
union executive voted 28-1 to con- 
tinue the strike. 

A joint municipal-government 
committee Is expected to present a 
financial recovery plan for Tel Aviv 
by the end of the week. A cabinet 
decision on Sunday told the body to 
specify the respective government 
and municipal contributions for the 
E5200m. needed to cover the city's 
deficit for this fiscal year. 


Panel calls for 100. oil drillings

Israel should undertake about 100 
exploratory oil drillings over 'the 
next four years at & cost of 5150m.- 
8200m. to determine the country's 
true oil potential, according to a 
Knesset sub-committee. 

A sub-committee of the Knesset's 
Energy Committee, which recently 
produced a report on oil prospec- 
ting, further recommended that 
greater efforts be put into prepar- 
ing prospects. The sub-committee 
described the lack of such 
prospects — descriptive booklets 
whose purpose Is to recommend 
drilling sites and to attract foreign 
exploration companies — as the 
"bottleneck” of Israel’s oil explora- 
tion effort. 

The subcommittee's members 
said that Israel has a serious drill- 
ing capability In both geophysical 
and geological research and drill- 
ing equipment. 

It was also recommended that 
Israel seek investors at home and . 


abroad and consider new tax con- 
cessions for those Investing in oil 
drilling. 

The MKs recommended that a 
distinction be made and maintained 
between the National Oil Company, 
which would concern itself with 
research, and the prospecting com- 
panies, which would carry out the 
drillings. The subcommittee also 
recommended that Israel seek oil 
drilling opportunities in sites 
abroad in order to diversify the 
country's future sources. 

An Energy Ministry official told 
the Energy Committee that In the 
coming three yean, four large coal 
storage depots would be built 
arbund the country to serve In- 
dustries that intend switching from 
oil to coal. . 

The depots will be located In 
Pet ah Tikva, Ashdod, Hadera and 
Ramat Hovav. . 

The Neaher cement company 
plans to convert to coal In 1987. The 
Dead Sea Works and the 
phosphates plant at Oron.in the 
Negev, also plan to convert to coal.

Flatto’s offer of money lured Suissa to Tel Aviv

Seeking political support in the 
slum quarters.

promises from Flatto. Until he Is in 
prison, she cannot get any welfare 


assistance, social workers explain- 
ed yesterday. 

According to Flatto's personal 
assistant, Zvl Wilder, the MK 
wanted to convince Suissa, who was 
displeased with his wife’s tentative 
agreements with Flatto, to turn 
himself in to police quietly. 

Suissa, as reported by The Poat 
on Sunday, had planned to turn 
himself in to Jerusalem police 
headquarters this morning, after a 
press conference sponsored by MK 
Sa’adia Marciano. 


According to slum-quarter 

sources, Flatto, who has financed 
some of Sulssa’s political activities 
in the past — including the Ohel 
Moreb tent-city squatters' settle- 
ment last summer — wanted to 
drive a wedge between Marciano 
and Suissa, thus gaining Sulssa’s 
help in the future. 

According to Wilder, Suissa “Is 
not now on Flatto's new election 
list." but Wilder was not ready to 
rule out the inclusion of the. activist 
in such a list. Marciano, too. has 


reportedly considered adding the 
charismatic Suissa -to his own 
Knesset election list. 

Suissa, meanwhile, faces new 
charges of escape, and a pending 
appeal to the Supreme Court by the 
state attorney, on what the attorney 
called Sulssa's light, six-mouth 
sentence and fine. Suissa was con- 
victed last summer on two counts of 
hashish-dealing from, last 
December, and was sentenced 
before the recent Rosb Hashana 
holidays.

Thc sr-ctiun of the plant which 
caused Sunday's Incident has been 
shut down. It produces a material 
called rogor. which leaked In a 
heated semi-solid form. “The gases 
cause no permanent danger to 
health, although they have a nasty 
smell." said the Makhteshim 
spokesman, Ifri Ben-Alon. 

The section actually employs 
about too workers. But, virtually all 
the chemicals treated In the plant 
have to pass through this particular 
section: thus. If the closure is 
prolonged, as many as half the 
work force will have to be laid off, 
explained Ben-Alon. 

The closure order lasts for only SO 
days, but thc municipality Is con- 
sidering legal action to extend thc 
order. “But we can't demand the 
closure of thc whole factory." said 
Marcus. "Il would be suicide for 
this town, as Makbeesbim provides 
so many jobs and so much Income." 

Thc chairman of thc Knesset en- 
vironmental sub-committee, MK 
Yosef Tamir, has sent telegrams to 
the Interior and Health Com- 
mittees, demanding that all poten- 
tially dangerous sections of the 
plant, as defined by a committee of 
experts, be closed until they can be 
transferred to Ramat Hovav. 

“Our committee has been dealing 
with Makhteshim for eight years," 
aa(d Tamir. "They have made a lot 
of safety Improvements In that 
period. But the number of accidents 
has been so great recently that ac- 
tion baa to be taken." 

An emergency meeting of the 
chairman of Beersheba*a 
neighbourhood committees was 
held on Monday. It was decided to 
organize a series of demonstrations 
to force the plant to close. 

Ben-Alon said the most Important 
section of the plant will be 
transferred In January to Ramat 
Hovav. where 300 men are already 
employed.

•rates rise 
by 16.4%

This 
represents the Ministry of Trade 
and Industry's share of the finan- 
cing of the ISism. project. 


Save our park — 
Haifaites demand 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — More than 200 
protesters, Including architecture 
students, demonstrated Monday at 
Gan Ha*em on Mount Carmel here 
against a city project to convert 
about a third of the park's area 
along Sderot Ha nasal into a com- 
mercial area of kiosks and cafes. 
The area includes 47 old trees and a 
children's playground. 

The Council for a Beautiful 
Israel, which catted the demonstra- 
tion, pointed out that there is no 
other park on Mount Carmel which 
can be enjoyed by both young and 
old without having to travel a great 
distance. They also said that a com- 
mittee appointed last year by 
Haifa’s Mayor Aryeh Gurel op- 
posed the project. 

Defending the project. City Hall 
officials said that some of the trees 
would be replanted, and that new 
ones would be added. 


Hurvitz rejects opening wage pacts 


Past Economic Reporter 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
ymti-rday rejected a demand for 
thr wholesale opening of wage 
agreements in a meeting with 
representatives of 13 of the coun- 
try's largest works committees. 

The workers argued that real 
wages have been eroded by Infla- 
tion. but Hunrttz rejoined; “12 we 
open the wage agreements, the 
economy will deteriorate swiftly. I 
•rnnnot agree to that," 

Thc works committees of the 
Electric Corporation, the Israel 
Aircraft Industry, Et Al, Ashdod 
Port. Israel Television, the X-ray 
technicians, the Dead Sea Works, 
thc post office technicians and the 


maritime unions decided 
Afterward* to meet next week to 
cmulder further steps In their fight 
for higher wages. Some of the 
workers' representatives came out 
for strike action. 

At the meeting. Hurvitz said that 
he believed in the sincerity of some 
of the workers* desire to improve 
wages But he added that others 
may be “politically" motivated. 

Hurvitz charged that some 
workers had announced clearly 
that they arc hostile to the present 
government. 

Hurvitz said that the economy 
was going through a difficult period 
and hoped that in the year-long 
view, real wages would not drop. 


Some of the workers told Hurvitz 
that the present situation was In 
tolerable and was encouraging 
emigration. One aarcastically 
suggested that perhaps the govern- 
ment should subsidise air tickets to 
Canada. 

The Histadrut yesterday achedul 
rd its demonstration against the 
government's economic policy for 
Sunday at H z.m. It will be held in 
front of the Prime Minister's Office 
in Jerusalem. 

The labour federation expects 
worker*’ representatives, heads of 
labour councils and trade unions to 
join the march which will be headed 
by Histadrut central committee 
members.

A vote of to against eight gave 
Marciano, who came Into the 
Knesset on Shell’s list, recognition 
"within the frame of the Party 
Financing Law** — a curious form 
of decision, since financing is 
handled by the Speaker, not the 
House Committee. 

Coalition chairman Haim Corfu, 
who chaired the House Committee 
yesterday, admitted to The 
JrntMiIem Post that the Marciano 
decision was “inelegant and un- 
culled for." 

However. Marciano has not voted 
ngAlnst the government at all. dur- 
ing the post two months, and Corfu 
Is understood to have arranged a 
deal with Marciano, to promise him 
his money. If Marciano denies the 
opposition benches his one vote. 

Marciano’s former colleague. Uri 
Avnery (Shell), charged yesterday 
that Corfu endeed Marciano away 
from him in the first place. 

Under Shell's rotation system. 
Marciano was due to have resigned 
his seat shortly, to let the next man 
on the Shell list into the House in his 
place. By quitting Shell, with Cor- 
fu's approval if not at his inspira- 
tion. Marciano keeps his seat and 
his money. 

Avneri said yesterday he would 
appeal to the High Court If Shell lost 
Marciano’s half of the party flnan-

cing allocation. Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir had ruled Marciano 
should not get the money, Avneri 
noted. 

Corfu responded to this, that the 
previous attorney-general. Aharon 
Barak, had once given an opposite 
ruling. 

The House Committee recognised 
Yitzhak Yitzhakl aa a faction, 
because the Likud was out- 
numbered by a combination of the 
Alignment, the National Religious 
Party (NRPi. Shlnul and the 
Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality (DFPE). The Ukud in 
fact tried desperately to postpone 
the vote on Yltzhaki’s request. 

The Yitzhakl request said nothing 
about the party financing law, 
which Yitzhakl did not emphasize. 

Yi tzhakl said he would ask for his 
allocation on the grounds that be 
entered the Knesset as one man. in 


a two-man faction, Sblomzlon 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
left Shlomzlon to join Herat, leav 
ing Yitzhakl the sole man. he said, 
The Likud, however, holds that 

Yltzhakl's position, as one man who 
quit a 43-member faction, does not 
entitle him to party funding. 

Both Speaker Yitzhak Berman 
and the attorney-general, are un 
likely to support Yltzhakl's request 
for funds. 

Hitherto. Yitzhakl has been ae 
ting independently In the Knesset, 
but getting the equivalent of 60 per 
cent of one MK’a funding, under a 
private deal with Corfu. The Likud 
got the other 40 per cent for Itself. 

Corfu did not want Yitzhakl to ask 
for recognition aa a faction, 
because the Likud would then lose 
the hold it had over Yitzhakl, by the 
ex gratia allocation. 

Now. Yitzhakl is expected to be 
denied his funding officially, but the 
Likud will not get it in his stead 
either. 

The Alignment, which helped 
Yitzhakl get his recognition yester- 
day. Is expected to woo Yitzhakl 
through some unofficial financing 
deal, such as he enjoyed with the 
Likud. 

Yitzhakl. who changed his name 
in the Population Registry lost 
month to call himself Yitzhak One-

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In the eyes of young Israelis: 

1973 war altered totally negative image of Arab 


HAIFA. — The image of the Arab held by 
young Israelis has changed drastically twice 
during the past 19 years — for the worse after 
the 1967 Six Day War, and for the better after 
the 1978 Tom Klppar War. Today, Arabs are 
still viewed as ugly, mean and less successful 
than Israelis, but they are also considered 
more masculine, warmer and just as sociable. 

These are some of the findings of a recently 
published study by Hebrew University 
Professor Kalman Benjamin. "Actually, the 
1973 war rehabilitated the national pride of 
Israeli Arabs, not only to their own eyes hut 
also in the eyes of Israelis," he said. 

Studies of Israeli youth groups conducted to 
1969, 1968, 1974 and 1979 were compared by the 
professor. He found that basically the 
youngsters held two totally different Images: 
an extremely negative one regarding the Arab, 
and an extremely idealized one of the Israeli. 
But both images were sharply sobered by the 
Yom Kippur War, whose "dramatic social 
effects" can still be felt today, according to the 
study. 

The first study of 300 boys took place to 1969. 
The boys received 30- point questionnaires and 
were asked 'to attribute to Israelis and Arabs 
the qualities which befitted them best. The 
results surprised even the researchers, the 
professor noted, as the youths attributed to 
Arabs all the bad or undesirable 
characteristics, while the Israelis received all 
the favourable ones. 

Arabs were too old, heavy, mean, selfish. 


passive, ahortr stow, 1 unsuccessful, unlmpor-.' 
tant and ugjjr^ .according to the survey. The. 
Israeli youngsters had only two positive ththg^ 
to say about Arabs; they were masculine and 
warm. On the other hand. Israelis were given 
the qualities of optimism, health, strength, 
speed, beauty, trustworthiness, success, 
sociability, and versatility. 

“Our youth had no conflicts of conscience or 
choice; for them the image of the Arab was all 
but a totally negative stereotype," the 
professor noted. 

In a similar experiment three years later, 
this time comprising 917 boys and girls from 
eighth to 12th grade, the 1967 war, as expected, 
affected the results. The image of the Arab 
worsened considerably while the Israeli reach- 
ed non-human and semi-divine proportions. 
Arabs were found to this study to be more 
passive, uglier, older, slower, weaker and 
more unsuccessful t h a n ever. 

On the other hand, Israelis were found to be 
more masculine, cleverer, more altruistic, 
righteous, taller, faster, stronger, more 
successful and more active. The only quality 
they were found to have leas of was tenderness. 

“Compared to what 1968 showed, the 1965 
results could now be labelled as very 
moderate," Benyamto observed. 

The "great turnback" came after the Yom 
Kippur War, it was reported. 

Zn 1974 a slightly different questionnaire was 
presented to 649 youngsters of both sexes. For 
the first time the group included religious 
pupils. The conclusions were that the war had 
indeed affected all ; not only did the overall im-

Arab^vwl^found in this study to be less 
negative, less ugly, not as old and antiquated, 
not so short and slow, less unsuccessful and un- 
important. The Israeli youngster* found them 
significantly healthier, stronger and more 
sociable than they did six years earlier. "The 
Arab ceased to be the totally negative 
stereotype in the eyes of Israeli youth." 
Benyamto concluded. 

Conversely. Israelis were found to be less 
superlative all along the line. They still 
possessed all the desirable characteristics but 
at lower degrees. In 2974. it was summed up, 
the images of the Arab and the Israeli were 
closer than ever before. 

In the study’s final phase In March-April 
1979, It was decided to determine If Israeli 
youngsters relate differently to different Arab 
categories. Tbus they were asked to attribute 
qualities to Israeli Arabs, West Bank Arabs, 
Egyptians and Syrians. As expected, the 
professor pointed out. all 184 members of the 
test group were influenced by the Egypt-Israel 
peace treaty and the present political situation 
to the country. 

Egyptians, for example, were found to he the 
most acceptable of all, and were given all the 
positive qualities — fast, reliable, healthy, 
masculine, moderate, important and self- 
assured. Syrians. Israeli Arabs and West Bank 
Arabs generally were attributed the negative 
qualities, although at a more moderate level 
than in previous years.

Iraqi Vice Premier Tarek Aziz 
arrived In Moscow on his second 
visit to the Soviet Union since the 
war began on September 22, and 
Kuwaiti newspapers reported he 
would be seeking arms, ammuni- 
tion and spare parts under the 
Iraqi-Soviet friendship treaty. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 

told a news conference in Baghdad 
late Monday that the Soviet Union 
and France "are in the first 
category (of friends) here.” But he 
dodged a question about whether 
the two countries hod fulfilled arms 
contracts. 

Baghdad officials have aaid they 
have not yet made any extraor- 
dinary requests of the Soviets. An 
Iraqi order of 60 Mirage Jet fighters 
from France Is due early next year. 

The two oil-rich nations — whose 
exports have been choked oft by at- 
tacks on their exposed oil facilities 
— reported fighting all along their 
500-kilometre-long border. Iran 
claimed it killed 80 Iraqis and Iraq 
said it killed 117 Iranians in combat 
early yesterday. 

Iran also reported a Ka battle 
raging on the northern end of the 
Persian Gulf, near the 193*km.-long 
north-south Shatt al-Arab 
waterway — Iraq's only sea outlet. 

Hussein told the news conference 
that Iraqi forces — already up to 
80km. into Iran — would continue to 
march on the oilfields of Iran’s 
southwestern Khuzestan province if 
Iran did not recognize Iraq's pre- 
1975 sovereignty over the Shatt al- 
Arab. 

All efforts to negotiate a cease- 
fire have failed. 

But Iran’s official news agency. 
PARS, reported that Iran’s 
Supreme Defence Council, headed 
by Banl-Sadr. wanted clarification 
of a five-point proposal by Cuban 
Foreign Minister Isidore Malmler- 
ca to send a six-nation non-aligned 
"good- will and fact-finding com- 
mission" to Iraq and Iran. 

The non-aligned mission had 
assembled in Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia, last week, but disband- 
ed after failing to get a positive 
response from Teheran. 

In Paris, Islamic Conference 
Organization Secretary- General 
Habib Chatti said he still was hop- 
ing for the go-ahead from Teheran 
_ to pursue a separate peace-making 
' effort. by. Tslamic heads. of state. 

. Meanwhile, % Iran's foreign 
'minister, Sadegh Ghotbzadeh, waa 
released on Monday night after a 
three-day spell in Jail that 
highlighted a running feud between. 
Iran's centrists and Islamic fun- 
damentalists. 

Ghotbzadeh was freed on the per- 
sonal orders of revolutionary 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, with whom he baa long 
been associated, following a moun- 
ting wave of protests. 

The former minister waa detain- 
ed on Friday by Revolutionary 
Guards after he appeared in a 
television debate and criticized the 
role of the Islamic fundamentalists 
In running the state broadcasting 
service, the "Voice and Vision of 
the Islamic Republic."

Polish union victory 
sparks differences 


Until a hundred and twenty! I Violence among Arabs in Sydney 


WARSAW. - Poles yesterday 
greeted the Supreme Court ruling 
of Monday on the Solidarity free 
trade union with relief and renewed 
optimism, as citizens marked the 
62nd anniversary of Poland's In- 
dependence in an atmosphere of 
heightened nationalism. 

But the authorities and labour 
leaders appeared to differ in their 
interpretations of the decision, 
which struck from Solidarity's 
charter a clause asserting Com- 
munist Party domination but tack- 
ed on an annex proclaiming Com- 
munist supremacy in Poland. 

The official media stressed that 
the registration of the giant labour 
movement in the Supreme Court, 
with the addition of the annex to the 
union's statutes, removed all 
doubts about Solidarity's 
ideological character. 

Solidarity accepted the annex In a 
compromise agreement. The union, 
which says it has 10 million 
members among a national labour 
force of 18 million, had threatened 
to bring millions of workers out on 
strike unless the Supreme Court 
deleted the clause acknowledging 
the leading role of the Communist 
Party that a lower court had 
written Into the union's statutes. 


Crude homemade handbills with 
patriotic symbols were plastered 
over buildings In Warsaw announ- 
cing an independence-day mass at 
the city's cathedral, to be followed 
by a patriotic rally at the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier In -Victoria 
Square. 


Solidarity leader Lech V?alesa, 
who celebrated his victory at a 
packed benefit concert in Warsaw's 
largest theatre last night, said the 
original . statutes remained un- 
changed because the annex was 
separate. 

The concert turned into a victory 
celebration with rousing patriotic 
songs, as the capacity crowd got on 
its feet and sang: "Let Poland be 
Poland again.” 

But the Polish News Agency 
quoted Supreme Court Judge 
Witold Formanski as saying that the 
annex was an Integral part of the 
union's charter. 

The differences In emphasis 
appeared to be more an attempt to 
sell the compromise, face-saving 
formula to hardliners on both sides 
than a serious rift. 

Meanwhile, a Warsaw newspaper 
reported that Poland's farmers on 
Monday -again demanded to be 
recognized officially as an 
“independent self-governing union 
of producers." Some 80 per cent of 
Polish agriculture remains In 
private hands despite more than a 
generation of socialism. 

Last year the independence-day 
Anniversary — which marks the 
emergence of a unified. Poland after 
World War I following more than a 
century of partition between 
Russia, Prussia; and Austria — was 
virtually Ignored by authorities. 
But thousands of Poles marked the 
date on. their own. 

This year, the state-controlled 
media again gave scant coverage of 
the anniversary. (Reuter, UPI, AP) 


LONDON (API.* — Sir Robert 
Mayer, the 101-year-old German- 
born philanthropist, married his 31- 
ycnr-old companion, Jacqueline 
Noble, in London on.

Queen Elizabeth n Joined 
such music notables as Isaac Stern 
and Yehudi Menuhin and 3,000 In- 
vited guests to honour .him at a 
special concert in the Royal 
Festival Hall. 

Robert Mayer was bora into, a 
Jewish family, in Mannheim where 
as a budding prodigy on the piano, 
he met the composer Johannes 
Brahms. He came to England in 
1890, took British citizenship and 
was a successful! businessman, 
representing the American Metals 
Co. 1 Mii ~£tart>pe. He. eventually 
became a millionaire. 

He married his first wife, soprano 
Dorothy Moulton, in 1919 and they 
had two sons and a daughter. She 
died in 1974. 

'Mayer retired at SO in 1929 to give 
more time to Ms hobby of presen- 
ting concerts. -Opera and. ballet, for 
children. In 1931 he founded the 
Youth and Music Movement to 
provide financial aid to thousands 
of musically talented youngsters. 
He was knighted in 1939 for Ms ser- 
vices to music.

TOKYO (Reuter). — The director- 
general of Japan's Economic Plan- 
ning Agency (EPA) said yesterday 
there were signs that the Japanese 
economic slowdown was becoming 
serious. 

The director-general, Toshio 
Komoto, told reporters that the 
government might be forced to take 
fresh business-boosting "measures 
next month after analysing the 
latest economic Indicators. 

Komoto, who holds cabinet rank, 
did not mention possible measures. 
But Labour Minister Mas&yuki Fu- 
jlo called at a meeting yesterday 
for a stx-month freeze on gas and 
electricity charges, which were 
raifed by about 50 per cent in April. 

Several leaders of the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) 
have called for a cut in the Interest 
rate- for housing loans, at present 
8.88 per cent per annum, and In- 
creased government expenditure 
for public works, Komoto added. 


Komoto said the economic slow- 
down was due mainly to sluggish 
personal expenditure and an un- 
usually cool summer, which 
produced adverse effects on 
agriculture and smaller businesses: 

He said some sectors of Japanese 
business were suffering from fall- 
ing export shipments, especially of 
industrial plants to the. Middle 
East, because of the Impact of the 
war between Iran and Iraq. 

In a related development, the 
EPA said in a monthly report 
published yesterday that the 
economy was also being Mt by 
slower production and delivery of 
goods. . 

The Bank of Japan this month cut 
its .official discount (bank) rate , by 
one percentage point to 7.23 per 
cent per annum in an effort to ex- 
pand the economy, which, however, 
is still in a much healthier position 
than the U.S. &nd many West Euro- 
pean economies.

JOHANNESBURG (AP) . — Support 
appears to be growing within the 
white-minority government for the 
restoration of political rights to 
South Africa’s mixed-race popula- 
tion, known here as "Coloureds." 

The nation's 4.3 million whites, 
outnumbered more than 4 to 1 by In- 
creasingly militant blacks and sur- 
rounded by hostile black nations, 
are seen os wooing the 2.3 million 
Coloureds to help them stay in 
power. 

The venerable old man of 
Afrikaner (white) nationalism, Ben 
Schoeman, has been reported as en- 
dorsing the drive for full rights for 
Coloureds and South Africa’s 790,- 
000 people who have roots In India. 

Schoeman, former Transvaal 
provincial leader of the governing 
National Party, also was quoted In 
an Interview as saying he was 


speaking out to help overcome op- 
position to Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha's plans for racial reform. 

The Johannesburg Afrlka&ns- 
language newspaper Rapport, 
which Is close to Botha, recently 
reported that his "grand plan" for 
the future Includes restoration of 
the political rights the National 
Party took from the Coloureds in 
1956. 


Schoeman, in his Interview with 
the Afrikaans-language newspaper 
group Nasi on ale Pers, was quoted 
as saying: "I was jointly responsi- 
ble for their removal from the 
voters' roll, but circumstances 
have changed." 


The country’s most prominent 
Coloured leader, the Rev. Alan 
Hendrlckse, said. "The Afrikaners 
want to claim us as their own 


political football. They think if they 
Include us, then they are a bigger 
minority and can say, ‘let us deal 
with the blacks later.’” 

In the past four years, since the 
1978 riots that began in the black 
township of Soweto outside 
Johannesburg and spread 
throughout the country to Include 
Coloured areas, the Coloureds have 
claimed to Identity with the blacks. 

Hendrlckse refused to comment 
on how Ms party would react to a 
government offer of voting rights. 

Continued -Coloured unrest has 
made it clear that the government 
must act soon or have no hope of 
gaining the support of Coloureds. In

MOSCOW (AP). — Dissident 
author Lev Kopelev, who has been 
attacked as a “Judas” In the Soviet 
press; will fly to West Germany on 
Wednesday and intends to return to 
the Soviet Union “in exactly one 
year,” he said Monday, 

The husky, white-bearded 68- 
year-old writer, who survived 
Stalin's labour camps, came under 
official attack earlier this year for 
defending dissident leader Andrei 
Sakharov. He said be won’t give In- 
terviews in the West because he 
fears the Soviet authorities might 
use any statements he makes as a 
pretext for banning his return to 
Moscow. 

Kopelev was invited to West Ger- 
many to work on book projects by 
Heinrich Boll, a Nobel Prize- 
winning author and long-time 
friend. 

Kopelev and his wife, ' Raisa 
Orlova, a specialist in American 


literature, were granted permis- 
sion In early October to make a one- 
year trip to the West. 

A former Communist activist, 
Kopelev quit the party in the late 
1960s and was . expelled . from the 
Soviet Writers Union In 1977 for Ms 
outspbken criticism of the Soviet 
political system. 

When Sakharov was burnished to 
Gorky early this year in a Soviet ef- 
fort to silence the 1973 Nobel peace 
prize-winner, Kopelev publicly sup- 
ported his friend. He was denounc- 
ed by an official Soviet newspaper 
as a “Judas betraying his . people 
and country... who smuggles 
abroad lampoons” that challenge 
the Soviet state. His apartment was 
called "a nest of Ideological subver- 
sion." 

Kopelev. a German scholar, 
plans to work on' his comparative 
study of German-Russian literature 
during his stay in the West.

Israel by nurses at tips: haJav well- 
baby clinic. Each centre usually is 
home base for one or two 
physiotherapist* who also do house- 
calls. Other health -allied personnel, 
particularly social- workers, also 
work in the health centre building. 

SUCH a set-up naturally facilitates 
an efficient multi -disciplinary ap- 
proach to the many problems a 
family doctor sees, which need just 
such a team approach to be dealt 
with effectively In both the short 
and long term. 

In Israel such staffing concepts 
are, on the whole, still In their infan- 
cy. The result Is that much of the 
time which doctors and nurses 
ought to be devoting to their 
patients has to be spent on non- 
medical tasks. Also, the effort to in- 
volve other health professionals In 
patient care Is usually a formidable 
and extremely time-consumlngone. 
The agencies concerned are In- 
variably located under a multitude 
of different roofs, and this means 
there la often duplication of effort, 
with one agency not knowing what 
the othera are doing and com- 
munication between them being 
non-existent. 

Experts from abroad who have 
been invited to examine our com- 
munity health care system have 
usually been quick to point out that 
not having such professional and 
non- professional staff under the one 
clinic roof is a false economy, which 
must be detrimental to good patient 
core. But the gowers-that-be have 
so far been slow to act cm the rele- 


of the Dutch government to In- 
crease and Intensify recruitment 
and training of community health 
and health-allied personnel, ex- 
cluding doctors. This is In an 
attempt to reduce the escalating 
number of hospital ad miss Iona, 
proving to be a crippling financial 
burden on the Dutch economy. 

I arrived back In Israel at the 
height of the hospital doctors' sanc- 
tions In October, when the chaos 
was at a maximum. I couldn't help 
feeling that If our community 
clinics had anything like the man- 
power and other facilities of those 1 
had just visited, the effect of the 
sanctions on our long-suffering 
public might have been far less 
palpable.

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Exports' have tripled since 1973 despite diplomatic cutoff

JKKUSALKM i Reuter) - Seven 
vc, i T9 after tu'ost of Black Africa 
broke off diplomatic relations, 
Israel lias quietly tripled Its exports 
to African countries.' Foreign 
Ministry officials are optimistic 
that the increased trade could result 
in a renewal of diplomatic ties. 

“There is considerable sentiment 
in Black Africa for renewing 
diplomatic relations with us," one 
official said. "It is just a question of 
creating the right international 
climate. With the Arab world split 
us a result of the Gulf War. the time 
may soon be ripe." 

TTic African nations broke off 
relations with Israel Just after the 
Yoni Kippur War in response to an 
Egyptian call to the Organisation of 
African Unity lOAU). 

Only Swaziland. Malawi and 
Lesotho retained their ties. But 
business and trading links built up 
in the previous two decades remain- 
ed open, though they took on a semi- 
clandestine nature. 

Israeli businessmen are willing to 
speak only in general terms about 
their sales to Black Africa, which 
this year are expected to be worth 
$100 million. 

Naftali Bluraenthal, chairman of 
Koor Industries, said his company 
had substantial Interests in Africa. 
"We have not lost a single friend in 
Africa over the last seven years. 
Israel has an International reputa- 
tion in some fields, such as Irrigar 
tion, agricultural machinery and 
desert technology. Africa, needs this 
know-how and is prepared to pay to 
get it," he said. 

Koor trades in Africa through its 
American and European sub- 
sidiaries. "The Africans are glad of 
the fiction, but nobody is kidding 
anybody,” he said. "There are now 
twice as many Israelis working in

Africa than there were in 1973. They 
work as economic experts and ad- 
visors in non-Israeli companies, but 
the personal link with Israel still 
remains." 

Blumenthal said he thought that 
Israeli trade with Africa could be 
substantially increased if there 
were diplomatic links. Israeli 
salesmen, who now keep a very low 
profile on their sales trips to African 
countries, could then openly seek 
new markets. 

"In some African countries, such 
as Nigeria, the last decade has seen 
a massive widening of business 
possibilities as a result of economic 
expansion. I am sure that the Israeli 
government would begln-to sponsor 
aid programmes to the benefit of 
all, if there were diplomatic 
relations again, Just as it did before 
those relations were severed," he 
said. 

The Foreign Ministry official 
gave several reasons why the 
African nations might renew their 
ties. "First, they have been severe- 
ly disappointed with the aid they 
have received from the Arabs. They 
have been hit worse than anybody 
by rising oil prices and have receiv- 
ed no preferential treatment." 

He added that the Gulf war, which 


Stevedores gain 15% raise in wages 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Ports Authority last 
week signed a new wage agreement 
with the more than 2,000 stevedores 
in the three ports, who make up 
over one half of the authority's 
labour force. The two-year agree- 
ment running till 1982, grants the 
men a 15 per cent wage rise to be 


effected In two instalments. 

Authority spokesman Micha 
Halevy told The Jerusalem Post 
that the agreement is in line with 
the framework set out for public 
service employees, "with no ad- 
ditions or deviations." The men will 
get 7.5 per cent this month, and 
another 7.5 per cent next April. 


had badly spilt the Arab world, 
waul'd lead to a further increase In 
the price of- oil. and some African 
countries were likely to experience 
supply problems. 

“Iraq's aggressive regime has 
been very active in Africa over the 
past two years and signed several 
'oil agreements. As a result of the 
war, it seems likely that it will not 
be able to meet its obligations," the ' 
official said. 

Another positive factor from the 
Israeli point 'of view has been' the 
peace treaty with Egypt. “It was 
Egypt which originally asked the 
African countries to sever their ties 
with us. Now, they find themselves 
in an ironic situation. Egypt has full 
diplomatic relations with Israel, 
while they are still out in the cold,” 
the official said. 

African countries continue to send 
students to Israel for specialist 
courses in agriculture and 
technology. The Nigerian Chronicle 
recently reported that trade union 
officials from Nigeria had been sent 
for training in Israel. The Ghanaian 
Times reported that students from 
Ghana had attended irrigation 
courses and regional planning con- 
ferences. Various African countries 
have sent soldiers and policemen to 
train in IsraeL- 

Blumenthal said that Israeli 
firms were Involved in major public 
construction programmes in 
various African countries. Solel 
Boneh is building roads, bridges 
and hotels in Nigeria and - the Ivory 
Coast. Koor has orders to supply 
raw materials for industry, j 
plastics, agricultural machinery i 
and pharmaceuticals. 

“If the situation remains as It is 
now, with no diplomatic relations, I 
predict a slow but steady growth of 
trade between Israel and Africa. We i 
have increased our exports over the , 
last seven years from $30 million to j 
$100 million and we can continue to I 
expand at about the same rate," he | 
said. 

But if relations are resumed, 
Blumenthal foresees a spectacular 
expansion. "We know we can. con- 
tribute a lot to Africa. They j 
remember our past record. I meet ; 
Africans at international con- 
greases and they tell me they bitter- ! 
ly regret their decision to break off 
the relationship. -But it is a decision I 
for the politicians’" he said.

1.5m. strikers cripple Greek economy 


ATHENS (Reuter \ . — A general 
strike by about 1.5 million workers, 
lhe largest in the past So yean, 
Monday paralysed Greece’s 
economic life. 

The one-day strike was called by 
the General Confederation of 
Labour, the country's main trade 
union, lo press for wage and salary 
increases to face an inflation rate 
running at 25 per cent for the sec- 
ond consecutive year. 

An announcement by the con- 
federation said that the strike 
brought to a standstill all public 
transport, banks and post offices.

services and department stores. 

The strike was held despite 
assurances by the government last 
week (bat it was In principle 
prepared to accept that salaries 
and wages should be linked to a 
cost-of-living index scheme to be 
negotiated. 

It also agreed to the gradual 
Implementation at a five-day work 
week. However, the workers said 
employers were not as willing as 
the government to meet their 
demands.

Doctors can be wrong 


THE DOCTORS in the public service, who are the vast ma- 
jority of physicians in this country, are again fighting the 
Treasury for higher pay. Again, their chief means of pressure, 
even In defiance of a labour court injunction, is to make life 
harder for their hospital patients by working — that is, slowing 
down — to rule. 

Again, too, the doctors seem to have a good case 1 . Their. In- 
comes have been badly eroded since their famous pay victory 
four years ago; some of the pledges made on that occasion by the 
Treasury, have still not been carried out, and some groups of 
physicians (notably those doing their specialization, and those 
serving in outlying settlements) remain badly underpaid. 

Unfortunately, the doctors' case 18 just not good enough to 
Justify their present claims, let alone their battle tactics. 

For one thing, the doctors are by no means alone in suffering 
the consequences of rampant inflation and near zero growth (to 
which their own 1976 gains may have made some slight con- 
tribution). To permit their pay to be raised beyond the limits im- 
posed by the “framework agreement,"' would be to force a 
massive overall wage hike that might soon enough lead to total 
economic collapse. 

Under that agreement, concluded six months ago, between the 
Histadrut, the employers and the government, special con- 
cessions (above the allowable 10 per cent hike) granted to any 
group of workers, would automatically accrue to all the others. 
By this means the government was able to tie its own hand in any 
future wage negotiations; but it was agreed upon at the behest of 
the unions. 

Alternative ways of compensating the doctors are nevertheless 
still available. The Civil Service Commissioner has suggested to 
the Medical Association that they take up implementation of the 
dormant 1976 pledges. These include an undertaking to expand 
hospital staffs, so as to relieve the doctors' work burden. 

Representatives of the association have already indicated they 
might consider exchanging an increase in jobs for an Increase in 
pay. Another means of compensation, also proposed by the Com- 
missioner, would he differential pay raises, favouring the lower 
end of the wage scale. 

That some of the country's physicians are well off indeed is 
hardly a matter for debate. The average of doctors 1 pay. 
moreover, is the highest for any section of the public service.. At 
ISlO.560 per month it compares quite favourably with. say. the 
engineers' average of IS6.150. 

True, a disproportionately large part of a doctor's pay is made 
up not of basic salary but of remuneration for special working 
duty and even for standby duty. This is a root cause of pay in- 
equality among the medical fraternity. But it was the Israel 
Medical Association itself that avidly seized on this unusual 
arrangement as a device for raising physicians’ incomes. It is 
somewhat unfair for it to call for an instant overhaul of the 
system now. ' '' ■ '* * 

It is also unfair to call at the same time for higher salaries, and 
for more jobs for doctors, as the IMA is in effect doing, even 
though a growing number of them are now out of work, and not 
'only because of inflation. There is a limit to' what Israel, with the 
highest doctor-patient ratio in the world, can afford to spend on 
public medicine, especially when belt-tightening is the 
watchword. 

There is a limit, too, to the burden that sick-fund members can 
be expected to bear. 

Perhaps the Medical Association, should apply itself, before it 
is too late, to devising some new ways of providing employment 
for all present and future doctors, and for stemming the terrible 
medical brain drain — for example, by making Israel into a 
world centre of medical research, treatment and training.

PAST FOLLY 


Moshe Dayan has only himself to blame for the failure of 
West Bank leaders to accept his ‘unilateral* autonomy 
proposal, writes ZV I ELPEDEG. 


MOSHE DAYAN i* tireless in 
propagating his proposal for the 
■ * unilateral ’ * application of the 
autonomy scheme. Among those 
who, according to Dayan, respond- 
ed encouragingly to. the idea is 
Gaza Mayor Raahad Shawwa. 
Emerging from a visit to Shawwa 
recently. Dayan said he was “more 
convinced than' ever that the ap- 
proach I am suggesting is the right 
one/’ 

Dayan reached another conclu- 
sion — in my opinion, equally un- 
tenable — from his visits to 
Shawwa and to Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Freij: “There is a definite 
deterioration,” Dayan asserted, in 
relations between Israel and the In- 
habitants of the administered 
areas. 

Since Dayan is no ordinary 
backbench MK. but the man widely 
regarded as the architect of Israel’s 
policies in the areas, and as an ex- 
pert on relations with the 
Palestinians.. his observations are 
worthy of the most careful con- 
sideration. 

He is proposing that Israel 
withdraw its administration from 
the areas and unilaterally establish 
autonomy. On the face at it. 
therefore, he would not need the 
agreement or cooperation of the 
local Palestinian leadership: that, 
after all. is the meaning of the term 
••unilateral.” It ought to be possible 
to withdraw the Israeli administra- 
tion and leave the local people to 
their own devices — and autonomy 
would simply evolve by force of 
circumstance. The Palestinians 
would have no choice but to ad- 
minister themselves. 


anyone meeting with West Bank 
and Gaza leaders these days, hears 
the same sentiment-- It. is far from 
encouraging. For reasons best 
known to himself, Dayan chose to 
gloss over this tough talk from 
Shawwa and present Instead, in his 
report to the media,- the' impression 
that there is “something to talk 
about”- (with the Palestinian 
moderates). 

The unpalatable truth la - that 
there is indeed ''something to talk 
about” — but there is no. one to talk 
to. . And why Indeed should the 
leaders In the administered areas 
want to talk to us about autonomy?. 
Why should Shawwa? ;His ex- 
perience of the Israeli authorities 
has been particularly, frustrating. 
After the Six Day War, he was con- 
sidered a moderate' 'leader:. of in- 
dependent mind . with ■ proj£ 
Hashemite sympathies. He tried to 
secure the mayoralty for himself in 
place of Rageb el-Alami who-was 
extreme . in his - attitude towards . 
Israel and hot particularly popular - 
with the local people. 

But -all the many -petitions 
organized on Shawwa’s 'behalf — 
some at his behest, 'others perhaps 
not — requesting that, he replace 
el- AJ ami . were turned .down by the 
military government. The policy at 
that time was laid down by the then- 
defence minister, Moshe 'Dayan: 
"non- Interference/' We (the Israeli 
authorities) do not fire- local- of- 
ficials, nor do we appoint' others In 
their place. We don't interfere. ; 


terrorists' line. Why, then, should 
he now risk his life by defying his 
patrons in Beirut? 

Rashad Shawwa, Elias Freij and 
others, like them who, in the past, 
took a moderate line and actually 
wanted to be Israel's partners in a 
dialogue, were lucky: they managr' 
ed in time to fall in with Beirut's 
dictates. Others who were slower 
off the mark paid with their lives, 
or live now In constant fear of their 
lives. 


IN PRACTICE, though. It is hot 
that simple. Even a “unilateral" 
scheme needs partners among the 
Palestinians. Before his resignation 
from the government, Dayan 
himself sought such partners 
among the extremists, such as Dr. 
Abdel Shaft in Gaza. Today, he is 
looking for them among moderates, 
like Freij and Shawwa. 

Shawwa's own version of his 
response to Dayan’s ideas is 
significantly different from ' that 
reported by Dayan. The Gaza 
mayor told Jewish visitors who met 
with him after Dayan that his reac- 
tion was : the time for an agreement 
between Israel and the Palestiidahs 
was in- the eaxiy years after the SIX 
Day War. Now, the address (tor 
any overtures) must be Beirut. 

Indeed, not only Dayan, but 


ONLY AFTER the murder of the 
Arroyo children in January 1971i 
and the introduction- of Arlk Sharon 
— who, with two army, brigades, 
recaptured Gazg from the 
terrorists — -was el-Alami finally 
removed on February 14. The Gaza 
town council was dismissed and the 
mayo’ris vacant post was offered to 
Shawwa. 

But he could only laugh bitterly 
and say: Now you come- to me? 
Now it's too late. I can only accept 
the post if I am first permitted to go 
to PLO headquarters in Beirut and 
see if they agree. Permission was 
granted. Shawwa went to Beirut — 
but returned empty-handed. It was 
only seven months later. In 
September, that the PLO's position 
changed — and Shawwa became 
maafcr 1 Gaza — by the -grace of 
the PLCM .=• r’6 t Csrcfr o' 

From that day to this he has been 
able to serve as mayor, and at the 
same time stay alive, by toeing the 


ALL THIS adds up to a difficult 
situation for us — especially if we 
are seeking partners for a political 
•dialogue. There is certainly no 
reason for Moshe Dayan be en " 
cou raged. Nor, Indeed, is there any 
cause for him to be proud of the 
policy which contributed to the 
evolution of this situation. 

•Dayan also referred publicly, 
after, his meetings with tbe local 
leaders, to the state of relations 
between the military government 
and the population. He seemed 
despondent mid spoke of “a definite 
deterioration.” 

- Deterioration compared to what? 
Apparently, Dayan believes that 
relations were better in the past 
(when he was defence minister) 
and have "deteriorated” since 
then. ‘ 

Dayan's is hot the only such 
assertion. Several similar 
statements have been made by 
public figures — and most of the 
public seem to accept them as true. 
It might be worth asking, therefore , 
whether In fact things have got ^ 
worse. How many houses have the ' 
security forces had to blow up 
recently compared to the figures In 
past years? How many ad- 
ministrative arrests are there now? 
How many security prisoners? 

- The statistical evidence shows 
that in 1969. for Instance, with 
Dayan in office as defence 
minister, more than 300 houses 
were blown up. In 1971, with Dayan 
still at his port, more than 400 peo- 
ple were placed under ad- 
ministrative detention. There were 
more than 3,000 security prisoners 
(serving sentences after trial). 

The figures for the present time 
show a marked drop , in all three 
categories. In 1980, there have been 
12 houses destroyed by the security 
IbrCes; 10 pe6fc>le are beiHg-heW ifa 
administrative. detent! Oh^'Andthere 
afe 2,-400 security- prisoners in the 
jails.

BREASTFEEDING

Sir, — From the standpoint of a 
nutritionist. I would like to support 
the recommendation of October 24 
of Martha Melsels that we should 
consume more milk or milk 
products In the Interest of our 
healthy 

Contrary -opinions mentioned in 
Mrs. Meisels 1 article stating that 
we have to limit, milk consumption 
for dietary reasons are not justified 
scientifically. Milk is of very high, 
nutritive value; it contains 
nutrients which are very well 
digested and absorbed by human 
beings, such as proteins, vitamins 
and minerals. Milk Is a preferable 
food for children and adults alike 
and even for old people. It Is impor- 
tant that the diet of elderly persons, 
particularly women, should contain 
sufficient amounts of calcium; 
cheeses and milk are the best 
sources of calcium. 

Elderly people suffer from bone 
loss as revealed by the high -in- 
cidence of spontaneous fractures, 
particularly of the hip and long 
bones, and of tooth loss. This 
phenomen called osteoporosis coin- 
cides with reduced physical activi- 
ty in the later years of life of per- 
sons of both sexes and is 
aggravated by hormonal changes 
In women. This risk can be avoided 
by a high Intake of calcium in the 
daily diet. According to Dr. A. 
Aibanese, Director of a geriatric 
nutrition laboratory in New York, 
elderly women should consume, per 
day. at least two cups of whole or 
skimmed milk or equivalent quan- 
tities of cheese. Surveys carried out 
In old-age homes in the U.S. reveal 
that an adequate Intake of calcium 
supplied mainly by milk is very 
beneficial to aging women and sup- 
presses almost totally bone frac- 
tures.

Sir, — Full marks -to Philip GQlon 
for his article on breastfeeding (Oc- 
tober 21 ). For his attitudes and ac- 
curacy of research, I will happily 
award him honorary, membership 
of our breastfeeding promotion 
group. 

But I would like to clarify one or 
two points. A breasteedlng mother 
need not sacrifice sporting ac- 
tivities. outdoor recreation or -a 
profession. 

A breastfed baby can be taken 
anywhere; campizig, days at the 
beach, a weekend siding are much 
easier because his food is "pre- 
packed” and the mother need not 
worry about, carrying bags of for- 
mula, sterilising bottles or ob- 
taining boiled water for preparing 
feeds. 

A woman who is usually healthy 
and active will not suffer from a 
decreased milk supply providing 


she eats an adequate diet and has 
enough rest and relaxation. The 
tiredness she feels after the birth is 
because her body has undertaken a 
mammoth task, and she is coping 
with a new baby, not because she is 
breastfeeding. 


As far as returning to work Is con- 
cerned, every Israeli working 
mother receives three months paid 
leave. Breastfeeding can be worked 
into the schedule when the mother 
returns to work, but even if full 
breastfeeding can only be continued 
for the. first three months, this is an 
excellent start for the baby. It Is 
d uring these first three months that 
breastfeeding protects him from 
allergies, viruses and other infec- 
tions which can be potentially 
sbrious at such a young age.

— Apparently, the 
proponents of the Jerusalem Law 
were so encouraged by the great 
damage they inflicted on Israel’s 
international standing that they 
decided to cause ten times more 
damage by submitting the Golan 
annexation law to the Knesset In 
addition to destroying any hope of 
peace with Syria, the annexation of 
the Golan would deal a fatal blow to 
the Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty 
and drag Israel again Into the dead- 
end of war and bloodshed.

Instead of annexing the Golan, 
Israel should use the Issue _in order 
to achieve peace with Syria, Israel 
should declare its readiness to sign 
a peace treaty with Syria along the 
lines of the one with Egypt; this 
would mean full. evacuation in ex- 
change for full peace, with 
demilitarization of the • evacuated 
territory to prevent Syrian artillery 
from threatening .Israeli 
settlements In' the Huleh Valley. 


Just as peace with Egypt assured 
Israel free navigation in the Suez 
Ca n a l and the Tiran Straits, so 
peace with Syria would insure the 
free flow of the headwaters of the 
Jordan and prevent the danger of 
their diversion. 

.In the framework of a com? 
prehenslve peace between Israel 
and all its neighbours, It will be 
possible to set up a joint water 
authority involving all the countries 
through which the Jordan and Its 
tributaries run — Syria, Lebanon, 
Israel and Jordan. 

It would be a tragedy if the 
Knesset gave in. to the pressure of 
the enemies of peace and the antics 
of the lobby which represents only & 
few settlements and .thus blocked 
the road to a comprehensive peace. 
The decision for or against the 
annexation of the Golan Heights is a 
decision between war and peace, 
and the supporters of- annexation 
bear a heavy responsibility.
